Railway Route and Ter- 

It is now considerably move, tlmu ii 
year since Esquiumlt was sottlud upon 
as the true Pacitic tcniiinus of tlic; 
Ciiuadiau Pacific railway. The uxpf.'i- 
imental surveys now beinj^- pusli(at 
forward with so nuioli vif^ov imist, ore 
long it ifi hoped, decide l>v what route 
it shall reach i^stpiiiiialt. Some reiiiarl^s 
■with which it accompanied tlie pid)li- 
eation of the Proclamation on Tuesday 
■would lead one to ifafer that our local 
contemporary regards- the "Order in 
Oouncil" an a final settlement of thi' 
route. We contend tliat it does not in 
any way atYect, nmch less settle, llic 
qui:stiou of rontt'. On the 'l~)t\\ nil., 
in au article ou "The Public Domain," 
•we said: 

"No decision has yet been nmverl at as 
to wliothftr the railway will reach the Pa- 
cific by wiiy of Bute Inlet or hy tlio Yiil- 
ley of tlio FrasQr. The completion of the 
exporimental survey ■will alone decide 
that. Yet it may be acceiited us a fore- 
gone conclusion that, by wkatovcc routoit 
cL>meii, JiSsquiin^t wiUbe the terminal 
point. That beingthecase.thelinebotAvocn 
Esquimau and Mannirao is an inevitable 
ReqiiQiicp, — the Hno to eross to Jiurnuvl 
Inlet or follow np the coast to cross dry- 
sliod at yeyiuonr Narrows, according as 
thfl, survey about to be carried out may dc- 
oide< It seems, therefore, not at all im- 
probable that the Company may take tlic 
necessary steps by the iiOtb prox. for re- 
serving, meanwhile, the forty niilo belt 
botweenEsquimalt and Heyniour Narrows, 
that portion of it north of Nauuimu to be 
relinquished, should the Burrard Inlet 
route be selected. "Wo presume it would 
be quite legitimate for the Company to 
make a formaI"^ommencemont at Esqni- 
malt and to select the land, as intimated , 
on or before the 20th of July; and it <locs 
not seem unreasonable to assume that the 
construction of the lino in tho direction 
of Hanaimo will be bona fide proceeded 
"with, inosmuch as that would have to be 
made in any event. But it is difficulllo see 
hoio the Compan i/ can be prepftr^jQ select 
the bolt, or any part of it, on the Mninhtnd 
until a derision shalUtavc. been arrived at a.< 
U) the route." 

Now.tbe Order in Council and tlie Pro- 
olamation simply carry out tho jioliey 
premonstrated ill the foregoing abstriK t, 
more than a week ago. Should in\y of 
our reader."? incline to regard the Procla- 
mation asafmal settlomentof the question 
of routes, we would invite thein to rccoii- 
cile tho following circumstances with tliiit 
view: — ' The Order in Council, it will be 
observed, bears date 7tli June, 187:!. Yet, 
on the 16th Jwne, nino days later, wo find 
the Minister of Public AYorks telegraph- 
ing to Mr. Nelson, "jNo/Z/w/.v se/tl'-d ;/e/," in 
reply to a telegram enqniring if it was 
true" that the route i-ki ljute Inlet had 
" be^n settled. Did the Hon. 'Sh-. Laiige- 
viil telegraph a deliberate untruth to a 
Imember of the . Dominion Parliament ? , or 
appvas he ignorant' 6t the Order in Council 
loTmiving boon adojitod ? If the route ria 
inHt.iute Inlot has been decided nixjn, why 
Af(i,-» tho surveying parties being coneiMi- 
S30. Jted upon another route altogether V it 
Judp[o Bute Inlet route lias been Ihially di;- 
IFiled upon, how^oomes it that tho bolt of 
418^ ad on that route ha^^ not been selected 
Manm the seaboard 'towards the Rocky 
83i} l.^ln1tains ? How could a decision as to 
Judgk3 route be come to by the (invcnnnenl 
(rreforo surveys, declared by their own 
$19 uC'ef Engineer to be essential, were coin- 
Judgiaed, and before ever the IJiructurs of 
Busu Railway Company, without whose 
873. -currence no decision cbuld possibly 
Bar come to, had met ? 'When our local 
defectomnorary shall have supplied satisfac- 
tory answers to these questions, wo shall 
bo prepared to admit tliat tlioro is some 
show of reason in its conclusion.'i. Until 
then, we must continue in the beliof 
that tho questions of railway routes 
and "bogus telegrams" remain precisely 
in tho position they were before tho Pro- 
clamation was ])ubiislied. That tlie rail- 
■way will come to Es(piimalt w(^ have all 
along believed. That it will eonie byway 
of Bute Inlet we also believe; but that its 
course is to bo in any way induonced by the 
Proclamation, there need be no hesitation 
in denying. Aware that, ou and after tho 
20th iiist. the jniblic domain would be 
thrown ojien to pr"-einptiou and jinreliiisi' 
on very much more liberal tfirnis than 
hitherto obtained, and that there would, 
in all probab^ty,,b8 a rush made upon 
the valuable coal-lands of tlio East Coast, 
the Dominion Government, arling as 
guardians of tho ra:ivay interests, enni- 
plied with the formalities necessary to the 
witiidrawal from tlii^ oljci-ali.jiis of tlu' 
new and more lib(!ral law Uu- lieil of laud 
■where alone there was suilicient show of 
reason for as^nqiing the location of tho 
■lino. That is tho sum and substance of 
the w1k)1(! matter; and, instead of being 
abb) to diaeover ia it any ground' for re- 
• . joicing, it appears to hh rather a subject 
lo. of regret that these lands bavo boon lock- 
oadi ,j up some three works sooner than there 
^^fll^ft'V' apparent necessity for.

But whan, through his 
own perlidy and desertion of party 
and principle, these men are leftto act 
iiuUqiciiduiitly , when their eyes have 
been opened to the fact that he is a 
huge political framl, whenever they 
dare to act in accordance with their 
own coLivietions of what is right, they 
are fortliwithdenounceilas "iishAvivea," 
doiiling- in "■filth!"'-iEublioopiniou, bow- 
ever, is just, ns well as discriminating; 
and it will not fail to punish such black 
ingratitude. Our contomijorai'y con- 
cludes thus: — 

"We may just say in conclusion that 
tho bone and siiiPw and intellect of Saa- 
nicli, ivs with all the rest of Yictoria 
Distiict, are deeiiledly with tlie present 
(ioveriimeiit and lieiirtily endorse their 
policy, and when the proper time comes 
Mr. Uanster, and those who sympathize 
with him ill his political vagaries, will 
learn it to tbi'ircost." 

Xow, there is at h&nd a veiy simple 
and effective mode of setting at rest all 
dispute on this subject. During last 
s(.ssion of the Legislature Mr. DeQos- 
mos challenged Mr. Bunster to rosiga 
and test public opinion in their cou- 
iititnoiicy. Mr. Bunstcr at once aeecqit- 
ed tho challenge. Mr. DeCoBinos said, 
"At the end of tlie session." Mr. 
Bunster, at the end of the seaaioii, 
jilaced bis resignation in the hands of 
"Mr. Speaker," where it still lies un- 
coverod lij' that of tho challenging 
party! At tho Saauich meeting, Mr. Bun- 
ster reminded Sir. DeCosiuos of these 
facta, and dared him to the conflict, at 
which the funking j^arty is said to have 
looked extre^mely sheepish. Let ilr. 
DeCosmos now carry out bis part of 
•■ill arrrangement wliolly of his own 
iiiaicing, and let tlio result d(!cido who 
tndy represeuts public opinion in the 
very important District for which these 
guntlemen sit in tne local Legislature. 
Lot him refuse to do so, and tho cou- 
cliision seems iuevit.ablo that Mr. De- 
Cosnio.s is a mere braggart, and that 
lie kn(i\s'H thut liis constituents have 
withdrawn their confidence. Wo shall 
wait a reasonable time in order to see 
whether he will do it or not. Mean- 
while further discussion ou tlic point 
seems neitlu.'r useful nor dcKiralile. 
Until the challenging jiarty gets that 
little "affair of lionor" oif liis hands, 
common decency would suggest the 
propriety of refraining from such 
observations as he indulged in ou 
'J'uesday, about "The gallant Arthur 
iiwt coming "iij) to the scratch ," and 
showing a desire to "slink" out of tlii> 
contest!

Municipal Street By-Law to ..regulate the con- 
fttnUTGtioh'^ maintai native, I and repalrl(«^of 
StreelibiWithiniithelCity limits, and' to regu- 
late ,the Rublic traffic, thereon. 

• ' ' • [4tb June, 1873.] 

WHEREAS it is expedient for tlio good government of tlie City of 
Victoiiu, B. C, to make provisions for the construction, main- 
taiimnne, luul of Streets within the City limits, and the 

regulation of ilio public trallic thereon. 

I3e it thoicfore enacted by the Municipal Council of the City of Vic- 
toria, aa foUowH : 

1. ,No,,peraon or persons shall ride or drive through any of the Pub- 
lic Streets of the City of Victoina, at a pace exceeding six miles an Lour, 
undor a penalty not cx-foediiijj^ Fivo Dollars or such impri.sonineut as the 
Stii)endiary Jlaj^'istratc; uiiiy direi't. 

'2. No porsoii or persuns eu^;a^ed or concoruod in the erecitioii, re- 
pair or alteration (if any Imililiiif^-, cellar or siower within the (Jity, shall 
bo at liberty tuoceupy luore than one-third of the v,-idth of the street, 
in front of such building, cellar or sewer, with materials necessary for 
the erection, repair or alteration of sutfh l)uilding, cellar or sewer, un- 
less ho or they shall obtain permission from the Mayor and Council, or 
from the Street Couunittce of tin; ('ounoil, so to do ; and sueh person 
or persons shall, if re([uir('(l by the ]Mayor and Council, ov the Street 
Connuittee, Greet such a fence and phu'(! sueh b(^aeon lij^'hts around or 
near to sueh builcliny, cellar or sower, as shall, by tlio Mayor and 
Councik<H|iIi|>^^treet Committee aforesaid, be deemed necessary to 
prevenPaeciSents tb persons br animals. And any person or persons 
neglecting or refnsinj^- to comply with the provisione of this Section, or 
of any order made lu i)\n-.suanco thereof, shall, npon conviction, be 
liable to a lino not cveeedin^'- Twenty Dollars. 

'i. No perstin shall throw or cause to bo thrown, or deposit on any 
of the footimths, sidewiilks, hi;_;'luvayH, streets, tliorouf,''hfares or any 
public place within the Cily liinits, any rubbish, filth, ashes, ofl'al, of 
any kind or any sub.staneo which niay be euasidered a nuisance by the 
Mayor and Council aforesaid, under a penalty not exceeding Twenty- 
Five Dollars or Ten days unin-isoiiment at discretion of any Justice of 
the Peace, before wlK)m such olleador shall b(; tried. 

i. No person or persons shall iuterupt any highway or rublic tlior- 
ouglifaro within the City limits, by erecting thereon any fence, building, 
barricade, or obstruction of any nature or any kind, or break up or dis- 
turb the surface of any Public; street or highway unless by permission 
of the Mayor and Council or thi^ Street Conunitteo, on their behalf, and 
any street or lii;^hway so disturbed by the aforesaid perniission shall 
without delay, be put in as good condition by such person or persons 
as it was before the surface thereof was broken up or disturbed as 
aforesaid, and such person or persons shall, within a 
reasonable time, remove all surplus dirt or rubbish that 
that may have accumulated by reason of breaking up or disturbing 
the surface of such jjublic street or highway, and sluill also kee]) such 
]3'.u'tH of sueh public street or highway as shall have been broken up or 
disturbed by him or them, in good repair for the space of three months 
thereafter. And any person or persons who shall bo guilty of a V)roach 
of the provisions of this Section may,on conviction thereof, belluod in 
any sum not exceeding Fifty Dollars. 

5. Every person who in any thoroughfare or Public place of the 
Bttid City shall throw or lay any dirt, litter, glass, aslioH, carrion, lisli, 
ofi'al or rubliish, or throw or cause any such thing t'j go into r.ny sewer, 
pipe or drain, or into any well, stream or water-course, or put the same 
into sueh a position that it may run into the harbour or into any pond or 
reservoir for water, or cause any offensive matter to ran from nny nuxnu- 
factorj', stable, slaughter house, butcher's shop or dunghill or any un- 
covered place, whether or not surrounded l)y a fence or wall, shall be 
liable to a penalty not exceeding Twenty Dollars for each oil'enee. 

6. Every jiersou who shall empty or begin to empty any privy or 
water closet within the said City, within the Jiours of six in the morning 
and eight in the evening, and who shall move along any thoroughfare 
any night soil, soap-lees, ammouiacal liipior, or other such offensive 
matter, between the hours of six in the morning and eight in the even- 
ing, or who shall at any time use for such purpose any cart or carriage 
not having a proper covering, or who shall wilfully or carelessly slop or 
spill any such oll'ensive matter in the removal thereof, or who shall not 
carefully sweep or cleanse any such place in which any such ofTeiisive 
matter shall have been iilaced, siiilled or dropped, shall be liable to a 
penalty not exceeding Twenty T)ollars or not more than Eight Days' 
imprisonment for eacli offemie. 

7. Any person or persons who sludl wilfully cut, hack, carve or 
otherwise deface, or injure or destroy any bridge -within the City limits, or 
who shall ride or drive over any .su(di bridge at a pace faster than a walk, 
shall be liable to a fine not exceeding Ten Dollars or to imprisonment 
in the Common Jail for a period not exceeding Pour Days for each 
offence. 

8. No person or persons, owikh- or driver shall allow his or their 
horse or horses to remain standing in or upon any of the streets or pub- 
lic places in this City without having the same securely fastened to a 
post or block of metal not weighing less tlian thirty-tive pounds, orleav- 
ing some jjorson in charge of the same, and any infraction of this 
section .shall ho punishable by a fine not exceeding Ten Dollars or 
imprisonment for ii term not exceeding Four days. 

9. The Mayor and Council shall Imve power under this. By-Law to 
grade, gravel, metal, or make any (jther improvements in any 8treet,-al- 
ley or thoroughfare, within the (.'ity limits, whenever or wherever it shall 
be deemed by thoin expedient. 

10. AVlieii any street or ijortion of a street is graded, gravelled or 
metalled it shall bo lawful for the flayer and Council, by an order in writ- 
ing, to order the owner or owners of any lot or lots abutting on such sti-eet, 
or the Agent or agents of such owner or owners to complete, at the ex- 
pense of BWoh owner or owners, the grading, gravelling or metalling of 
thatportiunof the streetalmtting U])o!iliisor their lotorlots, the grading, 
gravelling or metalling of which sh.all not have been completed by the 
Mayor and Council. And in the event of any s ich person or persons 
ne'deeting or refusing to coni])ly with any siu:h order for the space of 
One day, or such other period as may be specitied in such notice, 
the said Mayor and Council shall be at liberty to cause to be graded, 
gravelled or metalled the portion of sucli street so ordered to bo graded 
gravelled or metalled by the (jwner or owners of the lot or lots abutting 
thereon; and the expense, costs and charges tJiereof, shall be recover- 
able at law from such owner or owners; and if such exj)onses, costs and 
charges be not paid by sucli owner or owners or his ov their agent or 
agents, within seven clays after notice in writing, of the amount thereof; 
or of any jialgment recovered iu respect of such expenses, costs and 
charges^ shall not be paid at once, the amount of such expenses, costs 
and charges of such judgment may be registered as a chum against thc! 
lot or lots abutting upon sucli street , thii owner or owners of wliieh shall 
have been ordered and failed as aforesaid tcj gi-ade, gravel or metal the 
said strecit or some poilion thcicot'. 

11. If the owners of seven-tenths in value of lots in or abutting on 
ftny street or any portion thereof, in the City of Victoiia, shall sign a 
requisition calling upon the Municipal Council to grade, macadamise, 
pavo, fence, drain, water, light, sweej), lay down side-wallis or other- 
wise im[n'ovo the said street cjr porticm thereof, or if the occupiers of 
Boven-tenths of the lots alnitling on any street nr portion of any street, 
Hhall sign a recpiisition calling upon the .Municipal Council to light, 
water, sweep oriay down side-walks in any such street oriJortion of sueh 
street (as the case may bo), the said Municipal Council shall be empow- 
ered after giving in such manner as they alone shall deem expedient, 
irot loss than seven days' notice of such intention to e.ach of the owners 
or occupiers (as tho ease may be) of the remaining threii-tenths as shall 
not have signed the requisition, to levy, assess, and colleiit, a rate (not 
to exceed the amcniiiL to be estimated and mentioned in that behalf in 
such reciuisition) nijon the owners or oe(nij)iers (as the case may be) of 
the lots iu and abutting on such stroot or jiortion of street, in order to 
carry out such improvements, and may apply the rate when collected ac- 
cording to the ]nayer of such requisition, the Municipal Council approv- 
ing such rixinisition, in such munner as they may ajijioint by By-Law. 

12. No person shall wantonly fire or set oil' or discharge any guns, 
pistols, cannons, sipiihs, eracdu'is, or fireworku of any kind or descrij)- 
tion, nor shall wear or carry on the person any loaded fire-arm h 
or dangerous weapons about the. pei'son within the city hmits under a 
penalty not oxceedihg Twenty-Five Dollars for each offence. 

Any jierson or iiei soiis failing to comply with any Provision of 
V-'ifi By-Law or any part tlu icof shall bo subject to the penalties heroin 
stated, and such ])eiialtics shall be recc)\ cirable summarily before any 
Jiistico <jf the I'eacc! having . I ui'isdic;tion u ithin the liiuitBOft^e Boid 
City or other persons specially mentioned in this By-Law. .:
